Ho attributes the recent troubles com- 
ing out of the miners' strike and the 
strike itself, to the socialist clement in 
the Western Federation of -Miners who, 
ho says captured the organization two 
years ago. ' He declared that the feder- 
ation had made unionism a secondary 
consideration and that the organization 
root and branch is being made a vehicle 
for the promotion of socialism. The 


. leaders, ha asserts, have not hesitated to 
cause "weak and willing members to 
commit any crime to strike terror to 
property owners or workingroen who re- 
fuse to abide their dictates." 


The murder of non-union men by blow- 


ing up the Independence station, he 
charges, was "perpetrated with the aid 
and advice of federation leaders and by 
men in their employ." The only hope 
for peace and security of life and prop- 
erty was "to exterminate the federation 
from the camn." 


MINES ARE AGAIN WORKING. 
Practically all of the large mines in 


this district which closed 'down last | 
Monday after the explosion at Indepejd- j 
ence, are working today. The Portlaud"i 
mine has not yot been reopened and the 
company has not announced its plans. 
This is the only large mine in the dis- 
trict in which union miners have been 
employed during the ten months since 
the beginning of the strike. It has been 
conducted On the "open shop" plan and 
nearly half of the force of -400 men laid 
off when General Sherman M. Bell order- 
ed the mines shut down, were non-union 
miners. General Bell declares that no 
member of the Western Federation of 
Miners will be permitted to remain in 
the camp and that the Portland company 
consequently will be forced to fall in 
line with the policy of the other mine 
owners who organized to fight the Min- 
ers' Federation. 


ENMITY fS DISAPPEARING.

and of the mine owners and the Citizens' 
Alliance- at which good feeling was shown 
on both sides, the employers agreed to 
make a full and frank statement concern- 
it:™ J^hcir attitude toward nil organized 
labor.

dred organizations. The statement will 
declare that the domination of the West- 
ern Federation of Miners will not 
be 


longer tolerated in the Cripple Creek dis-1 
trict. 


The walking delegate and the boycott 


will bo declared agninst in decisive 
terms. The distrkt trade* assembly as 
now constituted, employers say, must be 
abandoned. On the other hund the em- 
ployers of labor will place themselves on 
record an against any lowering of the ex- 
isting sculo of wages and hours. 


Matters seem to be settling down gra'd- 


xially and the bitter spirit oj animosity 
which has prevailed between various 
classes of people seem to be abating ma- 
terially. More reason nnd fairness are 
being shown in discussing the strike sit- 
uation - in all of its various phases and, 
causes.

DIE IN~ELECTRIC CHAIR 


Two Murderers Electrocuted at 


Ossining, N. Y., Without a • 


Single Hitch. 


OSSINING, N. Y., June 13—Albert 


Koepping, who murdered John Martinc, 
Port Jarvis, and Osciir Borgstrom, who 
killed his wife in Mt. Kisco, were put to 
death in the electric chair at Sing Sing 
prison today. The execution took place 
without a. hitch and twenty-four min- 
utes after the first-man was led-to the 
chair the second was pronounced dead. 
Koepping,'the younger'o'f'the two, was 
the first executed. Each went to 
his 


death without displaying any emotion. 


Koepping was only 22 years old. He 


murdered John Martinc in Port Jarvis, 
Feb. 19, 1003, after having been ejected 
for non-payment of his board bill. Pre- 
viously he hnd served 
six months in 


prison for robbing n woman with whom 
lie had eloprd from New York. 


Borgstrom, a Swedish gardener,- mur- 


dered Ills wife by cutting her throat in 
ii jeaous rage at their home in Mt. Kis- 
co. A fourteen year old stepdaughter 
tried to interfere and narrowly escaped 
the same fate. He resisted arrast and at- 
tempted to commit suicide. Mrs. Borg- 
strom was an accomplished musician.

Harrison's and Hopkiu's _ Adherents 


Make Up the Other Angles— 
' First Struggle Comes 


' Tonight. 


SPRINGFIELD, HI., 
June 
13.—The 


question of whether or not'the Illinois 
delegation to the Democratic ' national 
, convention will be instructed for Wm. 
R. Hearst, depends largely upon the out- 
come of a three cornered factional fight 
for the control of the party organiza- 
tion in the state convention which meets 
tomorrow. The angles to the struggle 
are-made up of the adherents of J6hn-;P. 
Hopkins, which means the existing'^par-' 
ty machine, the followers of MayorSar- 
rison and those who favor Wm:- -R. 
Hearst for president of the 
United 


States. Mr, Hearst has no interest-in 
the fight beyond securing an instructed 
delegation, but of his chief lieutenants 
are men who were worsted from the con- 
trol of the party machine .two years ago. 
They are making a strong battle for 
Hearst but they are striving at tha';same^ 
time to regain their lost ' power. • The 
Harrison men are for an indorsement of 
Congressman Williams for president and 
that brings them up against the Hearst 
people. They are personally opposed to 
Hopkins and his control of the state 
coroirnttee which leaves no hope of a 
combination against Hearst in that di- 
rection. 


The Hopkins people object to Harrison 


for the same reason that he opposes 
them. He will get nothing that they can 
keep him out of. Hopkins desires to re- 
turn control of-the state committee so 
ardently desired by the Hearst campaign 
managers and the fight in this direction 
is becoming exciting. 


FIRST CLASH TONIGHT. 


The first struggle will come tonight 


when the state committee. meets. Its 
members claim the right to select a tem- 
porary chairman, and Frank J. Quinn of 
Peoria is the man talked of at present. 


The Hearst people claim the right of 


the.convention to name the chairman 
and desire Congressman Rainey for the 
nlnee. 


Harrison may combine with Hearst 


against Hopkins for the control.of the 
organization and if this is done under 
able leadership, it may win. 


Tlie struggle -for party control lias be- 


come- so keen that the nomination of 
state officers has become a secondary 
matter, and no body at present is paying 
much attention to the seeker for office. 


FORCE ISSUE ON QUINN.' 


It has been definitely decided by the 


Hopkins people who control the state 
central committee to make Frank 
J. 


Quinn of Peorin, temporary chairman of 
the convention tomorrow, should the 
state committee declare that it has the 
right under the party constitution to 
control the temporary organization. The 
Hearst people, it is understood, will con- 
tend that the committee has only the 
right to recommend a chairman to the 
convention, and that he shall be accepted 
or rejected on n, roll call. The commit- 
tee however, has decided to put Mr. 
.Quinn into the chair. 


NEWS FROM PORT ATTHUR 


NEW CHW-xNG, June 13, 6 a. m.—A 


Chinnmari who was smuggled by 
the 


Japanese into Por.t Arthur to act as ft 
spv, escaped from there seven days.ago, 
was arrested at New Chwang last -night. 
He told a correspondent of the Asso- 
ciated Press that the Russians were 
working a large force of men day and 
night repairing" the warships. • They ex- 
pect that- the work will be completed in 
a fortnight. Four cruisers under Golden 
Hill (at the entrance' of Port Arthur) 
have their guns'trained -landward to as- 
sist in repulsing a land attack. 'The 
channel is partly cleared, but Admiral 
Togo's blockade is effective.

Her condition bordered on collapse and 
Coroner Jackson, who is a physician, was 
called tg attend her. Stimulants were 
administered and 'fihe- became calmer. Dr. 
Jackson said'the young :wbman's' heart 
hnd given. way under the strain she is 
undergoing, but that the weakness was 
only temporary. Mrs. Patterson was ac- 
companied ito the court by her father 
and by a- school girl friend, Miss Mc- 
Laughlin. At the close of the hearing 
she was taken back to the Tombs.

KAIN NEEDED AT ONCE 


TO SAVE WHAT IS LEFT 


Continued Drouth Will Result in Total 


Extinction of What is Gener- 


ally Most Valuable Crop . 


in County. 


•For many years Racine county and vi- 


cinity has been known as the greatest 
cabbage district in the state. Last year 
there were raised 1,000 cor loads, 12 tons 
to the car, and the prices ringed from 
$4 to f?50'per ton. Growers have made 
small fortunes in years gone by. 


This year it looks as if the crop will 


be a. great failure. Drouth is attributed 
as the cause. What is known as the 
Horn fiy has put in'on appearance. This 
fiy'lays-an egg that hatches into a worm 
or -caibage maggot. 
This maggot at- 


tacks-and eats the stalk of the plant. 


THREE-FOURTHS RUINED. 


Mr. Fred Guenthcr, one of the largest 


ca"bbage growers in the south part of the 
county, stated today that millions.of the 
plants have already been ruined, about 
half on hand, and that it looked at pres- 
ent.'as if the whole or at least three-quar- 
ters :of the plants on hand arc ruined to 
date. It is always customary to have 
double the supply needed and 
perhaps 


there may be enough left, if there is 
plenty of rain in the very near future, 
to help out the growers. 


Mr. Roberts from the western section 


of the county, reported today that the 
cabbage plants in that section were also 
being eaton up and ruined by the mag- 
got and that'there will be no crop at all, 
if rain does not soon occur. 


STATE CHEMIST HERE. 


It was learned this morning that one 


of the noted chemists of the state agri- 
cultural department was here yesterday 
and made an examination of the cabbage 
and the maggot. 


By phone it was learned from the home 


of Mr. James Welch, south of the city, 
a very largo grower, that his plants were 
not up ta date very .badly affected, but 
that if the dry weather continues it will 
grow worse

The other, that he had carried up to 
her room a large candelabrum from tbe 
drawing room mantel.

flakes of cream on .the sides of the 
vessels in which the cream IR held, 
and these dried flakes are too 'harden- 
ed to Qlssplve In Ihe cream. A proper 
Imndllns of tint cream before churning 
and proper" adding of the salt after 
churning will generally remove the dif- 
ficulty.—Fanner's Review.

Supreme Court's Decision Says 


Law Gives Credit Value--

MADISON, June 
11.—The 
supreme 


court today handed down a 
decision 


lold.ing that the statutes providing for 
the taxation of notes, mortgages, and 
other credits in Wisconsin are constitu- 
tional. 'j.he decision was in the ease df 
E. G. Kingsley against the city pf Mer- 
rill, la 1002 the city assessed notes and 
mortgages held by Kingsley at $10,430 
and levied a tax of $363.42 thereon. A 
further charge of $10.90 was made for- 
collection. Kingsley 
paid the $374.32 


under protest, and finally brought suit 
to recover it. The city demurred, and 
the lowejc court sustained) the demurrer. 
The supreme cpurt today affirmed the 
order of the lower coilrt. 


It was Written by Chief Justice Cassp- 


da.y and is concurred in by three of the 
other four members of the court. Jus- 
tice Dodge dissented. The decision is 
especially interesting because 
of 
the 


state tax commission's recpmmendation 
to the 'legislature that credits be not 
taxed. The court holds in brief that 
nptes and mortgages are properly with- 
in the meaning of the statutes; tliat the 
statutes are not void because they ex- 
empt from taxatipm debts due from in^ 
solvent debtors; t'iiat the taxation of 
notes and mortgages is no.t double tax- 
ation pf property as defined 
by 
the 


courts, and that the statutes" in ques- 
tipn are not in violation of the provision 
of the federal constitution to the effect 
that "No state.shall 
' » • » * deny to 


any person within its jurisdiction the 
equal protection of the laws." 


.After quoting definitions of "proper- 


ty" from various authorities and court 
decisions, the ppinion continues: "There 
seems to be no escape from the conclu- 
sion that, the notes and mortgages .in 
question were property within the mean- 
ing of the statutes cited and of the con- 
stitutional provision quoted." 


The decision, of the supreme cpurt is 


of great importance to the mortgage 
hplders in Hacine, as well as throughout 
the county. Records show that the as 
sesscd valuation of property in the en- 
tire county amounts to $31.508,477. On 
this property there are $10,000,000 mort- 
gages. The per cent received ranges 
from 3 tp S per cent, which in a. year 
amounts to many thousands of dollars. 
Holders of these mortgages claim that 
the holding of the court that the law is 
valid mid will have no particular effect 
upon the holders for the reason that 
they con arrange it with the person own- 
ing -property upon which there is a mort 
gnge to nay the tax. However, the de 
cision has set the holders ol mortgages 
to talking.

CRIPPLE CREEK, .Colo., June 10.— 


Deportations are the order of the day. 
General Sherman 3tL Bell, military com- 
mander, lias ordered that ninety-seven 
members of the Miners' union shall be 
taken outside of Teller county, on a 
special train in accordance with the rec- 
ommendations of the Citizens' committee 
which examined them. This committee 
was in session nearly all night investi- 
gating the cases of 100 other union men 
who are confined in the Victor armory 
and submitted another report to Gen. 
Bell today, recommending 'further depor- 
tations. 


"Within forty-eight hours this district 


will be rid of alt agitators and other 
objectionable men," said Gen. Bell today. 
"One deportation after another will be 
made ur.til none of the men who have 
terrorized the district so long will be 
left here. We intend to continue arrest-' 
ing men who are wanted here and they 
will be run out as fast as possible. The 
unionists are scared, and many are leav- 
ing the county of their own volition to 
avoid arrest and incarceration. There are 
still some desperate characters among 
the hills, however, whom we intend get- 
ling, no matter what the cost. In run- 
ning them down there' may occur some 
fights but I do not look for any serious 
.trouble." 


Squads arc out scouring this hills in 


search of certain men who are wanted 
in connection with ilia Independence as- 
sassinations. Telegrams have been sent 
to sheriffs nnd chiefs of police at out- 
side points asking them to watch for 
these .persons whose names arc not made 
public. 


Sheriff Edward Bell has issued an or- 


der that all saloons in the district must 
remain closed until Monday, June 13. 


UNIONS COME UNDER BAN. 


CRIPPLE CREEK, June 10.—The ex-, 


eitemcnt 
throughout . this 
district is 


gradually subsiding. Wo:rk was resum- 
ed today at mines employing non-union 
men which had been closed since Mon- 
day, the Stratton Independence being 
the first to 
re-open. The Portland 


mine remains closed by ocder of General 


* Bell and its 500 employe;! will be com- 


pelled to abandon the union or leave the 
district. Employers in alt branches of 
business in this city, without an excep- 
tion ?o far as known have sitrned the 
agreement proposed by the Citizens' Al- 
liance, "not to employ help of any kind 
that is in any way connected with the 
district trades assembly or the state fcd- 
eratitin of labor, the American labor un- 
ion or the Western .Federation of Min- 
ers or any kindred organization." This 
agreement of the proprietors has caused 
consternation among the clerks and em- 
ployes in shops and stores who are 
members of the retail clerks, barbers, 
carpenters, bartenders, cooks and other 
trade unions, as all will have to resign 
to hold their positions. 


UNION CAliDS NOT NECESSARY. 
The union cards which have been de- 


manded in this camp in. order to trans- 
act business will no longer be a necessi- 
ty, in fact it is intended that the cards 
shall be surrendered s,i soon as tiie com- 
mittee's report can be acted'on. 


The present scale of wages will pre- 


vail and individual unions wilt be toler- 
ated, it is conceded, if they are conduct- 
ed on conservative lines and do not give 
aid, directly or indirectly, to the AVest- 
crn Federation oi Miners. 


This warfare against unions is to be 


extended, the organizers of the move- 
ment say, to every city and town in the 
district. 


. LIFE AND PROPERTY SAFE. 
The authorities now in control declare 


that there has not for months been a 
time when life and property here was 
ns safe as they are today. The streets 
nre quiet, and ns those of the Ian-less 
element who have not lied have been 
imprisoned no future disturbance is ex- 
pected. The wmrch 
for agitators and. 


criminals, however, is still being prose- 
cuted. 


Many prisoners arrested have been re- 


leased after being examined by the mil- 
itary provost marshal or the citizens' 
court of investigation and given a word 
of warning.

CORONER'S INVESTIGATION. 


VICTOR, Col., June 10.—An investi 


gation by the jury empanelled by Coron 
er Hall into the explosion at the Inde 
pendence station on Monday, when ove 
20 men were killed and crippled, is beinj 
pushed. The first witness was Jame 
Dooner, engineer of the'train that wai 
pulling in at the station at the time o 
the explosion. Docner said that he ha< 
stopped about 75 feet'from the depo 
when some men ran up and informet 
him' that the depot had been blown -ap 
He told of himself and his crew lightinj 
torches and making an investigation o 
the scene nnd of assisting the dead ant 
wounded. Ho had, he said, madeva sec 
ond trip to the depot platform with thi 
conductor when they tried to find a win 
by which some one had said the explo 
sion had been caused. They had no 
seen any signs of the wire. 


The. testimony of the other members 


of the crew was practically the same as 
that given by Dooner. 


CONDEMNS NEWSPAPER RAID. 
CRIPPLE CREEK, Colo., June 10.— 


Gen. Bell issued the following statement 
today regarding the.raid on the Victor 
Record office and the destruction of the 
newspaper plant. 


"I can not be too emphatic in my con 


demnation of this unmerited -act. Such 
action as this reflects on the military 
because martial law prevails. : As mili- 
tary commander I am solely responsible 
for the clearing up of this crime, if it is 
possible. 


"I am aware that Editor Kyner was 


bitterly denounced-and threatened, anc 
accused of selling out when his editor- 
ial appeared asking the Western Federa- 
tion of Miners to call off the strike. The 
socialistic members of 
the 
federation 


were the ones who took the principal 
sta.nd in this tlu'ng. Whoever the perpe- 
trators of this crime may be they will 
land in the 'bull pen' if apprehended." 
^Editor Kyner does not think that un- 
ion miners wrecked his office because of 
his editorial on Wednesday, advising the 
strike called off. Ho said today: 


"We had hin.ts and rumors of a plan 


to wreck the office three days ago be- 
fore this editorial was .published. I ask- 
ed Maj. Naj-lor, the new city marshal, 
for protection. He was willing to give 
it, but said it would not be necessary. 
As a matter of fact, the union men agree 
with the sentiment in my editorial. After 
its publication all the union men I saw 
commended my position and many came 
to me for that special purpose."

PORTLAND MINE CLOSED.

Hansen, the Racine man arrested here on 
charge of having »et fire to a dozen or 
more buildings, resulting in '$600,000 
damage,'was .given what the police-term 
the third degree this morning,, that o 
sweating. They plied Hansen with ques 
tions, threatened, cajoled and coaxed him 
for a confession, but he refused to ad 
mit that he set the buildings on fire. Th 
police, have the best Of evidence agains 
him, however. His own brother gave the 
police the tip that resulted in his arrest 
When his father learned of the arrest he 
simply-said, "I gueas they have the right 
man." Before Hansen was placed in-the 
sweat-box he refused to utter a word, his 
name even having been given the officers 
by his brother George Hansen. 


Andrew Hanson, of this city, is in cus- 


tody at Chicago, on charge of arson. He 
is the same young man who spent four 
months in the county jail here, on 
charge of having set fire to the J. I. 
Case IK M. Co. shops; the R. R. Birdsall 
barns, where 20 horses were cremated; 
the Central hotel barns; 
Jorgenson 


Bros', barns; David Wigley store house; 
and other buildings, on the nights ol 
July 3 and August 3, 1003. ' Every ef 
fort was made to get a confession from 
Hanson. While he admitted he was at 
nearly all of the fires and turned in 
alarms for''some of them, he stoutly 
maintained that he did not set.them. 
Detectives from Chicago were placed in 
jail with him, but pumping did no good. 
Officers seeing that convictions would 
not be possible with the 
evidence at 


hand, discharged him from custody, he 
agreeing that he would leave the state. 


CAPTURED IN CHICAGO. 


Two hours after his release he was in 


the city of Chicago and his wife and 
child, who were in stringent circum- 
stances during his incarceration, 
fol- 


lowed him. Since that time nothing 
was heard of Hanson until the Chicago 
police telephoned the department Iicre 
to look out for the man, as he was 
wanted there and might have come to 
Racine. It was ascertained in a short 
time that he was not here. Then came 
the report of his capture at Chicago. 
Hanson 
was born in Raymond, this 


county, was a painter by trade and is 
about -23 years old. 


BLAMED TOR-I7 FIRES. 


The Chicago police believe Hanson is 


responsible for the majority of incen- 
diary fires there during the past week. 


Hansen is alleged to have started sev- 


enteen fires on "Wednesday, the. most 
disastrous being those at the Jefferson 
Ice company's storehouse in Campbell 
avenue and at the yards of the Crescent 
Coal and Mining company in Milwaukee 
avenue^ 


LAST FIRE BRINGS ARREST. 


The lost fire which Hansen ia said to 


lave started is the one which brought 
him trouble. The livery alablo of Otto 
Alts, 811 West Division street, was 
turned at 6 p. m., and, while the alleged 
incendiary was fleeing to his residence, 
only a block distant, his brother, Harry 
Knnsen, 600 Haddon avenue, rescued six 
iiorses from the stables. 


Here the police received their 
first 


clew of value. Ethel Landbinger, 610 
Thomas street, saw a man emerging 
irom an alley. 


"Mother," she said, "there is the man 
•ho set the born on fire." 
On hearing these words, the girl de- 


clares, Hansen trembled and turned pale.

One was to complete her toilet by 
using n curling iron on a little lock she 
wore over her temple. When at home, 
she heated this curling Iron in the gas 
jet; but there betog no gas in tbe Moore 
bonse, I naturally concluded that she 
had made use of a candle, as the curl 
had been noticeable under her veil." 


He had accounted for one candle in 


the house. Could he account for the! 
one found In tho tumbler or for the one 
lying crushed and battered on the 
close* floor? 


He could not. 
And now we all observed a change 


of direction in the Inquiry. Witnesses 
were summoned to corroborate Mr. 
Jeffrey's statements—statements which 
It seemed to be tbe coroner's present 
wish tj>,.esfabliqh^ First, came the gro- 
cer Wno liad sola MT:'Jeffrey"the can- 
dles. He acknowledged, much to Jin- 
ny's discomfort, tbat an hour after Mr. 
Jeffrey had left the store he h»<l found 
on the counter the package which tbat 
gentleman had forgotten to take. Poor 
Jinny had not stayed long eaough to 
hear hi* story out.

He asked for 
an account of ber childhood and forcec 
her to lay bare the nature of her rela 
tions with her sister: B.ut little wai 
gained by this, for their relations seem 
cd to have been'of a sympathetic char 
acter up to the time of Veronica's re 
turn from school, when they changed

$J,000 -worth of wheat from an Iowa 
fnrm at present prices we sell with it 
about $fl.50 worth of fertility. -In sell- 
Ing $1,000 worth of corn we sell about 
J250 worth of fertility or constituents I 
•which would cost tho farmer this 
amount if be were obliged to buy com- 
mercial fertilizers to maintain the fer- 
tility of the farm. But we can convert 
$1.000 worth of corn into beef, pork or 
mutton and sell It in that form and not 
remove over §25 worth of.fertility from 
the farm, or we can convert ijH.OOO 
worth of feed into butter and not re- 
move a single dollar's worth of fertil- 
ity with it. Butter Is almost wholly 
pure fat or carbon, and it adds nothing 
to the value or productive capacity of 
tSie soil."

It is therefore nec- 
essary when using whole wheat to mix 
it with bran or some other product to 
overcome this pastiness to a greater or 
less degree. It might be fed with cut 
straw or hay and iu this combination 
would maie an excellent complement 
to alfalfa hay.

flakes of cream on the sides of the 
vessels in which the cream is held, 
and these dried flakes are too 'harden- 
ed to fjisjiplve in the cream. A proper 
handling ot the cream before churnjiig 
and propet addipg of the salt after 
churning will generally remove the dif- 
liculty.— Farmer's Review.

THE REAL WEAKNESS OF RUSSIA. 


(O. Eitzbacher in the Nineteenth Cen- 


,ury): 
In consequence of the terrible 


md frequent famines which,of late have 
devastated Russia a commission was 
appointed in the spring of 1S99 to in- 
quire into the economic decay of the 
central 
governments 
of 
European 


lussia. 


One of its 
members, Mr. A. D. 


?oljenow, lias recently published some 
results of that inquiry, from which it 
ppears that the quantity of grain, sown 
ier head o:f population decreased, by 35 
jer cent, between 1861-1805 and ISfll- 
1896. 'We are told "the Russian peasant 
iving in these governments suffered 
chronically from insufficiency of food, 
tnd the terrible consequences are al- 
ready apparent to a pronounced degree." 
How greatly exhausted the soil has be- 
come is evident from the fact that, ac- 
cording to the commission, the ground 
yields now 27 per cent, less than it did 
thirty years ago. 


The 
impoverishment of the popula- 


tion has biien so great that, in spite of 
the great increase of the numbers of 
pe'nsants, the number of horses has de- 
creased by 48 per cent, between 1SG8 
and 1895. As so many horses have died 
of famine many peasants : have taken 
their wives and children into the plough. 


Notwithstanding the frightful , and 


habitual dearth of the most necessary 
food more than half of Russia's exports 
always consist of corn, flour and meal. 
These exports of food represent ii money 
value of from £30,000,000 to £40,000- 
000 a year. H the Russian population 
were properly nourished Russia could 
not export any grain, but would have 
to import. But the peasant cannot al- 
ways afford to cat his own grain.. Im- 
mediately after the harvest the govern- 
ment gathers the taxes, and many tax- 
payers are left'to starve after the har- 
vest is over. Their food has been col- 
lected by the government in the.form of 
taxes and is sent out of the country in 
order to pay interest on the1 huge foreign 
loans which .have been contracted by .the 
government for the furtherance of Rus- 
sia's expansionist policy. Thus Russia's 
enormous army and navy, her. strategi 
cal railways and harbors, her loans to 
China and Persia, her secret service, her 
shipping subsidies and her export boun- 
ties are paid for with the .food of the 
peasants, and if the peasants were al- 
lowed to eat their own food Russia 
would speedily be bankrupt.
